Los Angeles buses may have to cancel service

The hard facts of the energy crisis were 
brought home to Los Angeles commuters 
Monday with the announcement that fuel 
supplies are so short some daily bus 
service will be cut back and Sunday service 
will be canceled starting this weekend 
If not, and if the federal government does 
not issue an exemption from the monthly 
fuel allocation, said a spokesman for the 
Rapid Transit District, there will no diesel 
fuel at all for the last four days of this 


month, stranding the system's 600,000 daily 
riders or forcing them to use automobiles. 
John A Love, the President's energy 
advisor, Monday said the fuel shortage was 
a 
potentially chaotic” situation, adding, 
“ If we continue to waste, to throw away, 
there will simply not be enough to go 
around for the necessary uses insofar as 
the economy is concerned ” 
A survey by the California Highway 
Patrol showed that many freeway drivers 
are voluntarily slowing down to conserve 


gasoline, a spokesman said. 
In other 
states, however, authorities took action to 
make lower speed limits official. 


In Phoenix, Artz., a spokesman for 
Greyhound Bus Lines said the new 50-mile- 
an-hour limit on some New York and New 
Jersey highways is having a “ disastrous 
effect” on bus service. Buses use fuel most 
efficiently at 60 m p h , she said, and the 
slowdown is making it “ impossible to be 
sure of connections.”

PG&E, pointing to an array of periodic, cumulative 
radiation monitors in the land and sea areas surrounding 
the plant and sophisticated monitoring systems inside, 
contends that the facility ’s interior leak detection system is 
so effective that only periodic monitors need be used to 
monitor the plant’s land and sea environment. 
What the Atomic Energy Commission decides for 
radiation monitoring at the 2,000 million watt nuclear 
installation will be learned probably this month when the 
federal board hands down their final environmental decree. 
Radiation didn’t come in with the nuclear power plant 
program; it has always existed. The sun itself is a 
mammoth nuclear power plant. 
Also, radiation is emitted from a wide variety of sources 
in different ways and for varying periods of time. When the 
AEC established a five millirem yearly increase in back­ 
ground radiation, then, the figure includes every type of 
radioactivity including types that are very short lived. It is 
not strictly cumulative, year by year. 
The background 
radiation on the Diablo marine terrace, north of Avila 
Beach, by comparison, is on the order of 100 millirems. 
The intervenors contend that an undetected leak of some 
material, whether of great or low radioactive intensity, is 
not unlikely. There are many possible sources, they cite, 
from a leaky bolt in the irradiated primary water coolant 
system, to a spill of the still hot spent liquid fuel,' to a more 
momentous reactor core accident. 
And if there ever were such an undetected leak, they

Lights off in 
county courthouse 


County Courthouse sunken gardens flood lights have been 
turned off, county office building thermostat settings have 
been lowered, and janitors are instructed to turn off 
unnecessary lighting after nightly cleaning chores, as a 
means of conserving energy. 
County Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson 
made this report to the county supervisors Monday, and 
also suggested the county take other measures such as 
ordering limits on speeds of county vehicles. 
The supervisors agreed to request further suggestions 
from department heads.

continuous (radiation) monitor to the extent that you could 
read an increase in total background radiation, and I 
understand that you can read changes equivalent to one 
millirem an hour. Now, that would still be a relatively 
small amount of release, although it would be substantially 
in excess of annual licensed rate (five millirems per 
year).” 
This, Sharpe added, would provide a critical backup 
monitoring line of defense and no little amount of 
confidence to the surrounding Central Coast Community. 
This extra margin could become more important in light 
of the determination in 1972 by the National Academy of 
Sciences, reported by anti-nuclear Senator Mike Gravel of 
Alaska, that low level radiation is much more harmful than 
earlier expected. 
According to an earlier AEC environmental look at 
Diablo plans, samples from the area of the operating plant 
are slated to be collected and processed on a quarterly 
basis. Docimeters and film packs are located at each of 18 
stations and checked each month, the report said, and four 
area airbourne particularate samplers are checked weekly. 
Marine and terrestrial samples, it said, are collected and 
studied quarterly, and they include samples of cow thyroid 
glands and sea water. 
“ I feel it’s impossible and the engineers say it’s virtually 
impossible that we would have an undetected leak,” Miles 
Sheldon, Diablo nuclear power specialist, answered the 
intervenors. 
Each plant employe, Sheldon outlined, carries a film 
badge and a docimeter and is checked both daily and 
monthly for radiation. Area radiation monitors within the 
plant are placed at every possible and likely location of a 
leak, however, small, and there are radiation survey teams 
on duty at the plant with equipment for periodic checks and 
monitoring during possible accidents. 
As to the plant’s normal daily contribution to background 
radiation, Sheldon said this: 
“ If you stood on the top of that column (on top of each 
unit’s cement dome containment structure) where the 
(vented) radiation is coming out all year, you would be 
more affected from the radiation coming from the sun than 
you would from the radiation from that vent.”

Court to decide on

SACRAMENTO (UPD - The 3rd District Court of 
Appeal within a week will hand down a decision on whether 
the Reagan administration would be violating state law by 
implementing a new welfare plan without legislative 
approval. 
Because of the importance of the case, Presiding Judge 
Leonard Friedman said a ruling will be made by next 
Monday. The welfare controversy affects 500.000 aged, 
blind and disabled recipients in California 


Welfare Rights attorneys and Assemblyman John L. 
Burton, D-San Francisco, asked the court Monday to 
prevent the administration from bypassing the legislature 
when the federal government takes over management of 
the welfare program Jan. 1 


Under the Reagan plan, recipients would receive a 
modest increase over the present grant levels to about $221 
a month. But Burton argues the recipients probably would 
get a bigger increase if the administration is forced to deal 
with the legislature. 


When agreement on the grant levels could not be reached 
between Gov Ronald Reagan and the legislature, the ad­ 
ministration announced it would carry out its plan through 
regulations instead of legislation. 
The first hearing on those regulations is scheduled in Los 
Angeles Nov. 16.

Death penalty ban stands 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court has, at least for the time being, 
refused to expand on its 1972 decision 
banning capital punishment. 
The court, acting in a brief order without 
opinion or comment, let stand Monday the 
action of New York s highest court striking 
down the state’s limited death penalty law 
as unconstitutional. 
In the order, the justices declined to 
review a June 19 decision by the New York 
Court of Appeals which said the state’s 
capital punishment system was the type of 
“cruel and unusual punishment” ruled out 
by the Supreme Court in 1972. Since then 19 
other states have enacted limited capital 
punishment statutes which may provide a 
future test in the high court 


The 1965 New York law allowed the death 
sentence for only three specific types of 
murder—the killing of a peace officer 
while on official duty, the slaying of 
another person by an inmate serving a life 
sentence and the murder of a prison 
employe while on official duty. 


The five-man majority 
in 
the 
1972 
Supreme Court decision held that capital 
punishment as it generally existed was 
“cruel and unusual punishment.” But only 
two felt the death penalty should be 
prohibited under all circumstances. 


This left open the possibility to the states 
that 
a 
carefully 
tailored 
capital 
punishment statute might be held constitu­ 
tional.

Salmon limits 
now common

Football not dull to Fran 


OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon are still holding the center of the stage locally 
with many limits coming in daily Weather has been good, 
lots of forage fish in the area 
The official record for the week was 121 boats, 302 
salmon, almost Vk fish per boat This did not include some 
good sized white sea bass, with two 31 pounders in the same 
boat. 
As we write this column we got a call from the harbor 
that several limits had already been brought in, and that 
fishing was hot In some cases the fish have been found so 
deep that a three-pound sinker was used to get them near 
the bottom The next story was that they were in almost 
shallow water. 
Anyway, the fish were really present, and it looks like it 
was up to the angler to get them, even if they emulated 
Frank Moore of Grover City who was working the ocean 
floor with a three-pound sinker and came in with a 30-pound 
thresher shark, which he claims was good smoked 
Bottom fish as usual was good, with not many trying for 
them Reports from the Ventura - Oxnard area are that 
bottom fishing is the main attraction, with some sand and 
calico bass showing up in the sacks Ling cod being taken 
off San Miguel Island, with a few surface fish 
SALMON EX PER IM EN T 
An experimental program to determine if fishing in 
Southern California waters can be improved by stocking 
silver salmon has been announced by the DFG. 
This 
proposal has two main features: 1) Yearling silver salmon 
will be placed in floating cages in several coastal lagoons 
and bays to determine if the water conditions are suitable 
for salmon; and 2) Eggs will be purchased outside the state 
to raise up to 100,000 silvers to be stocked in waters found to 
be suitable. 
By purchasing eggs from outside the state, the 
department points out. the program can be carried out 
without any reduction in the number of silver salmon being 
stocked in northern California waters 
It may require state legislation before party boat 
operators can offer a fish filetting service to their 
customers, the DFG has learned 
The state law prohibits the possession on any boat or the 
bringing ashore of any fish upon which there is a size or 
weight limit in such condition that this cannot be 
determined or that the species cannot be determined. The 
only fish commonly fletted at sea is the red rockfish There 
is no size or weight limit on this species. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Both Casitas and Cachuma Lakes report that trout fishing 
is good, now that a planting schedule has taken effect. 
Further north, Lopez Lake got a planting with another 
one scheduled for last week So far, the pressure has been 
light, and not many of the planted fish have shown up in the 
creels It will take a good many fish before this lake can be 
regarded as a good trout water Bass fishing beginning to 
pick up. with plenty of sun fish to be had. The fish of the 


year, a 7-pound bass, was caught a short while back on 
purple plastic worms 
Nacimiento Lake reports white bass fishing has been 
good, with catfishing a good second, black bass on the small 
side, with many limits being caught. 
A very rare Spanish Imperial eagle was found near 
Walnut Creek, apparently thrown from a car which was 
being pursued by a game warden who had been checking a 
report of an illegal falcon in the area It is not known how 
the bird arrived in the country, as no permit had been given 
to possess such a bird. It was taken to a museum in Walnut 
Creek for safe keeping The bird was removed to several 
spots for care, after anonymous phone calls warning them 
to “ lose the eagle” had been received. The bird has now 
been repatriated to Spain at the request of the Spanish 
Government.

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
— Who says professional foot­ 
ball is dull? Boring? Repeti­ 
tive? Unimaginative'.’ 
The questions were pealed 
off rhetorically by Francis 
Asbury Tarkenton, the quar­ 
terback of the Minnesota Vik­ 
ings, who has been elated by 
his team’s success but in­ 
censed by criticism of the 
basic product. 
He was ready for an impas­ 
sioned defense of football as 
it is played today, with 
proliferating field goals, 
heavy emphasis on running, 
short, safe passes and accent 
on defense. 
“ Who said the long bomb is 
necessary," argued Fran, “to 
exciting football?” 
Think about it a second A 
couple of decades ago, critics 
— especially college coaches 
— were deriding pro football 
is basketball in shoulder 
pads because teams were 
throwing the ball all over the 
lot. Now suddenly every­ 
body’s yearning for the good 
old days. 
"Nobody can tell me," con­ 
tinued Fran, “the home run 
ball is the only interesting 
thing in football. I mean, 
what’s duller than an in­ 
complete pass? 
“ Listen, Green Bay beat 
the Dallas Cowboys in 1965 
with a minus-10 yards pass­ 
ing and nobody complained 
then about dull football. They 
were legends, those teams. 
The New York Giants won 
three games in 1958 without 
scoring a touchdown on 
offense. The New York fans 
cheered more in those days 
for defense. It wasn't a w ide 
open game then." 
A check of statistics re­ 
veals an interesting com­ 
parison. In 1952. each of the 
12 teams then in the National 
Football League threw an 
average of 28 passes a game, 
completed 13, for an average 
gain of 14.4 yards. In 1972, 
each of the 26 NFL teams

there 
averaged 25 passes a game, 
also completed 13. for an 
average gam of 13.2 yards. A 
team averaged 139 yards 
rushing per game in 1972, 
versus 134 in 52. 
"The pro game is so far ad- 
vanced today,” asserted 
Tarkenton, “there’s no com­ 
parison. The athletes are bet­ 
ter and the game is much 
more sophisticated, plus

are more disciplined 
atterns of offense and de- 
ense now. 
“ Most teams didn't really 
work 13 years ago when I 
came into pro ball. There was 
no conditioning factor then. 
These guys are really in 
shape. And they know what 
they’re doing because of 
superior preparation. It's a 
strategy game now. You got 


to do what the situation dic­ 
tates 
There has, of course, been a 
perceptible increase in field 
goals. The Vikings, for ins­ 
tance, beat Green Bay earlier 
this season without scoring a 
touchdown. In their thriller 
against the Rams, only one 
touchdown was scored in the 
10-9 victory. 
“ Well,” rationalized the 
veteran quarterback, “Gen. 
Bob Neyland of Tennessee 
said years ago the kicking 
game is the most important 
part of football. 
“ I tell you, I think the game 
is so popular and so suc­ 
cessful that somebody’s got to 
zing it. 
"They talk about the zone 
defense shutting off the pass­ 
ing game. Well, Detroit is 
blitzing 18 times a game now, 
and you know that when they 
blitz a team can’t use zone. 
“I tell you what makes foot­ 
ball exciting. Winning. Win­ 
ning is everything, like Vmce 
Lombardi said. You don’t 
hear them complaining about 
our football being dull in 
Minnesota.” 
The Vikings passed the 
halfway part of the season as 
the only undefeated team in 
the NFL, and for Tarkenton 
this has to be particularly 
satisfying because in the past 
dozen years he has never 
played on a team that 
reached a championship 
plateau, even at the division 
level. 
The innuendos about not 
being a winner, which trailed 
Tarkenton for years, are fad­ 
ing. 
You don’t look like you re 
very excited," said his wife, 
Elaine, when he came home 
after the first few Viking 
wins.

The downtown plan 


Downtown 
Lompoc 
merchants

property owners will get their first look at 
what a revitalized downtown could be at an 
important meeting tonight in the City Hall 
auditorium at 7:30. 
Wheels of progress move slowly and 
tonight s meeting will be a big turn of that 
wheel. Architectural Arts of San Luis 
Obispo, design contractors, will present 
street renderings, a three-dimensional 
model of the redeveloped downtown and 
preliminary 
schematics. 
It 
will 
be 
something to “ see" for all who will be 
vitally concerned with this major project. 
The purpose of the meeting is to secure 
all of the inputs possible from those so 
vitally concerned to assure the success of 
the program. It is a time for property 
owners and business owners to express

themselves openlv and honestly in order 
that 
their 
conceptions

incorporated into a final downtown design. 
The second step towards fulfillment of 
this major project will be a preliminary 
study and design, taking in account all of 
the inputs received tonight 
from all 
concerned. FYom a preliminary study and 
design, a cost factor can be determined. 
Mayor E. C. Stevens and the Lompoc 
Council have stated since the inception of 
downtown revitalization that it can only 
succeed if full cooperation is secured by 
those involved. It is not a matter of a 
project being shoved down someone s 
throat. Tonight is the opportunity afforded 
those involved to express themselves on 
the need for the program and the avenue of 
revitalization required. 


The dilemma 


Concerning

1. It is unlikely that the support 
for Mr. Nixon in the Gallup Poll will 
go much lower.

it 
will not prove very 
much if in the days 
ahead 
Gallup 
reports 
that 
Mr. 
Nixon s strength is 
not decreasing. If it 
stays at its present 
level, 
the 
indices 
for Mr. Nixon are 
bad. 


The regenerative powers of the 
Presidency are so enormous as to 
bring great kinetic forces to bear on 
his popularity. If the rating stays at 
the present low, it suggests a 
strategic sullenness on the part of 
the 
public 
which 
will 
not 
be 
distracted by a speech or a press 
conference or a conciliatory gesture 
by the Soviet Union. 


2. No one knows exactly what is 
meant by the cant phrase that 
President Nixon “ cannot govern.” 
That 
observation 
needs 
to 
be 
examined at several levels. The 
first is in foreign policy. Anybody 
who can call for a nuclear alert, can 
“ govern,” and Richard Nixon just 
finished one of those. At a less 
obvious level, however, it is — let’s 
face it — inconceivable that the 
President could reply with force to 
an offensive by North Vietnam in 
violation of the Peace With Honor 
Treaty of last January. Whether a 
brand new President would feel free 
to do so is problematic. Put it

conservatively that he would feel 
freer to do so than the beleaguered 
incumbent. 
3. As regards domestic matters, 
those who say that Mr. Nixon cannot 
govern are once again talking about 
different levels of Mr. 
Nixon’s 
responsibility. It is true that Mr. 
Nixon’s diminshed prestige causes 
individual 
Congressmen 
and 
senators to defy him sometimes 
even for the sake of doing so. Some 
legislators no doubt feel that they 
can only communicate to their 
constituents their sympathy with 
the anti-Nixon 
mood 
by 
being 
clearly 
obstructive. 
Mr. 
Nixon 
undoubtedly could nominate for high 
public office someone who a year or 
two ago would have breezed by the 
Senate. Today such a nomination 
would be held up, for protracted 
investigation, 
bickering, 
and 
naysaying. 
At a level once removed, it is true 
that Mr. Nixon is not now in a 
position to get from the public the 
kind of heat necessary to kindle 
Congress into a concern for its 
duties. 
There 
is 
entrenched 
irrationality here, but not much that 
one can readily do about it. Even a 
move transparently directed to the 
public interest meets now with 
presumptive opposition— the delay 
over the confirmation of Gerald 
Ford being a case in point. In this 
sense, the loss of the people’s 
confidence 
translates 
into 
a 


palpable loss of presidential power. 
It is an exaggeration to say that Mr. 
Nixon can’t govern It is not an 
exaggeration to say that he cannot 
govern as effectively as once he 
could. 
4. Is Mr. Nixon so constituted that 
he will not resign, not under any 
circumstances? That he would need 
to be hoisted out of the White House 
as forcibly as Sewell Avery out of 
his office at Montgomery Ward by 
Mr Roosevelt’s Marines? In this 
case, responsible people will be 
asking themselves: what is to be 
served by augmenting the clamor 
for Mr. Nixon’s resignation? If the 
resignation of the President were to 
result automatically from a clamor 
that reached a specified decibel- 
level, then those who feel the 
republic would be better off with 
Mr. Nixon retired could proceed to 
add their voices to those that have 
already been heard. But in the 
absence of any confidence in the 
marginal 
efficacy 
of 
the 
incremental 
voice, 
other 
considerations figure They are not 
conclusively aligned in favor of 
keeping silent. Some will reason 
that rectitude demands speaking out 
against Mr. Nixon irrespective of 
whether doing so would merely 
result 
in 
increasing 
his 
ineffectiveness, while leaving him 
unbudged as President. Oh what a 
tangle, and how difficult it is, and 
how great are the stakes.

Moving trains 


I’m thinking of the time I rode the 
Southern Pacific freight up to J-M a 
few months ago. I had interviewed 
Don Miermcke, the conductor, for a 
story on the North A St. railroad 
crossing problems (Record. Sept. 5) 
and he asked if I wanted to make the 
4:30 p.m. run to J-M 
That wasn’t necessary for the 
story I had in mind, but the 
invitation was too enticing. Ride the 
train 
through 
town 
and 
down 
Miguelito Canyon9 Certainly. 
The trek was as worthwhile as it 
sounded That afternoon the train 
backed out of the railroad yard down 
North 
A 
St., 
through 
the 
intersection at Ocean Ave., curving 
over through the backyards from 
South A to F Streets, under cross 
hill, and down Miguelito Road. 
All the while. Miemicke, the two 
brakemen, and myself hung on the 
outside of the caboose and watched 
the passing stopped cars, kids on 
bicycles, and 
pedestrians. They 
waved at our whistle. 
There 
is 
something 
about 
a 
moving train. No one can ignore it. 


Its sight and sound are heady, 
especially on days of fantasy. 
A train moves when we remain 
stationary. A tram never longs to be 
elsewhere; it is either coming or 
going somewhere. 
But we discontented humans, are 
always coming and going-in our 
heads. Most of us anyway. 
It’s easy to think such thoughts 
standing on the back of a caboose 
and looking down at advancing rails 
and ties. Miemicke informed me 
then 
that 
Lompoc 
kids 
are 
remarkable. They rarely line tracks 
with junk (rocks, market baskets, 
etc.) 
or 
throw 
stones 
at

engineer. 
Lompoc

Abruptly we turned off Miguelito 
Road and up to J-M plant. For about 
two hours, Miemicke and the others 
maneuvered laden boxcars out of 
three warehouses and exchanged 
them for the fresh empty ones we 
brought from town. 
When this work was nearly done, 
the crew broke and headed for the 


vending machines for coffee and 
candy.

25 
years 
a 
railroad man, brandishes a truck 
driver pride for his profession. 
Although railroading has changed 
greatly over the years - deisel 
motors 
replacing steam and coal 
engines, 
automatic 
braking 
replacing the job brakemen were 
named 
for, 
computers 
and 
electronic 
scanners 
replacing 
railroad workers - he loves his work 
as much as ever. 
“ It gets into your blood,” said 
Miemicke, a talkative fellow. 
He is the one we see and envy, the 
one waving back to us wherever we 
happen upon a moving train. He sits 
way up there, looking down and, 
maybe, smiling, but always seeming 
to say “ This is it.” 
Before departing J-M for town, a 
young brakeman told me he had 
wanted to be a reporter Now he 
throws switches and hooks up cars 
for a living 
But he thinks of 
returning to school.

Stull Act, upcoming 


Here are two items that could 
have far-reaching import for all 
those 
directly 
connected 
with 
education 
— 
whether 
student, 
teacher or parent: 
Recom m endations 
for 
implementation of the Stull Act — 
for accountability in education — 
are in the hands of Supt. Glen 
Wegner and talks are under way 
with the all-important Certificated 
Employe Council (CEC), according 
to Asst. Supt. Alice Milligan. Mrs. 
Milligan hopes to have the final 
version of the implementation plan 
in the hands of the school board in 
time for adoption after Jan. 1, and to 
go into effect in Sept. 1974. 
The plan gets its 
name 
from 
the 
author, 
Assembly­ 
man John Stull, 80th 
Dist. 
San 
Diego. 
Stull is a retired 
navy 
commander 
and in a short film 
bit he did recently 
in defense of his 
law, showed he has 
taken a hard line 
toward the practi­ 
tioners of the educa­ 
tional arts. 
It remains to be seen whether Stull 
and his ardent supporters will get 
the kind of result they seek when 
they 
say 
teachers should 
be 
accountable to a higher authority — 
in this case the general public that is 
paying the education bill — on a 
regular basis. 
The 
California 
Federation 
of 
Teachers 
(CFT) 
opposed 
the 
legislation before it became law and 
now appears to be maintaining a 
high level of criticism. A spokesman 
has declared that accountability and 
its workings are under way at all 
times anyway. He scoffed at the 
thought that it took a law to sharpen 
the response by teachers to the 
matter of responsibility and said 
that the laws of tenure did not 
prevent 
the 
removal 
of 
an 
imcompetent teacher. A teacher is 


on 
probation 
for 
three 
years 
following 
completion 
of 
the 
necessary education, and after that 
can only be discharged for a limited 
number of reasons. It has been 
Stull’s contention that the laws of 
tenure effectively kept deadwood 
teaching in the classroom and raised 
problems about removal. Teachers 
individually have been mixed in 
their expressions on the subject. 
The second 
item effects the 
district’s approach to vocational 
education. When the school board 
appointed a citizens committee to 
aid in the formulation of policy on 
vocational education curriculum, 
there were early signs that change 
was in the wind. Named to the 
committee (in addition to adults) 
were four students from each of the 
two 
high 
schools—Lompoc 
and 
Cabrillo — for a total of eight. But it 
wasn’t 
until 
the 
committee 
convened for the first time that 
change became a certainty. The 


group, 
according 
to 
Gordon 
deMarrais, who serves as secretary 
because of his vantage point as 
vocational 
coordinator 
for 
the 
school district, said they wanted the 
committee to be an “ action group” 
instead 
of a mere 
“ discussion 
group.” 
That sentiment is being hailed by 
some critics as a welcome sign that 
deMarnas has a committee that is 
determined to tackle the problems 
of vocational education vigorously, 
rather than sit back and let a couple 
of individuals do all the work. 
There is an old, 
dust-covered 
note on the spindle of my desk with 
the

caller that the vocational education 
advisory 
committee— 
with 
prominent names all over it— was 
really just a figurehead with no 
functions except to give its blessing 
to decisions that had already been 
made.
